LACK OF NAMES 
VETOS PETITION 



The petition which was circu- 
lated yesterday calling for cpn- 
demnation of tho student body of 
tho University of Alabama failed 
for lack of a sufficient ^wmber 
j>f signatures. 

The issue causing the petition 
was tho riots at tho University 
of Alabama over tho admission 
of a negro student. Certain stu- 
dents felt that this was a dis- 
grace and circulated a petition 
^condemning tho Alabama student 
body. Had tho petition secured 
300 signatures, it would have come 
before the SEC and, if approved 
tho External ' Affairs Committee 
would have sent the condemnatory 
message to Alabama. 

Those circulating tho petition 
admitted that it had failed to se- 



cure the required 300 names to 
bring it before the SEC. A size- 
able element of tho student body 
was flatly opposed to tho petition 
and the organizers felt that tho 
lack of unanimity made it neces- 
sary to drop it 

Chuck Gardner B. Com. 3, felt 
that "Thero is a great moral issue 
involved. If we don't speak up, 
nobody will." Speaking against 
the petition was Tim Portcous, 
Law I, "I do not believe in the 
efficacy of a petition as a posi- 
tive move. If it will do anything, 
it will only raise ill feeling. The 
problem is more complex and dif- 
ficult than' we understand. We 
are not in a position to cast ston 
es. Wo must first remove the 
mote from our own eye."

OF NEGATIVE THOUGHT 

Once upon a short time ago there was a young Arts student 
named \. B. Now J. B. had an utter detestation of work in any shape, 
form or package. He never got up until noon. He attended only the 
very occasional lecture. He absolutely refused to study. Yet he passed 
and after the required four years he was capped and gowned in the 
usual assembly-line manner. 

This successful conclusion did not please the McGill powers- 
that-be. In fact, it caused them acute embarrassment as soon as the 
horrible truth became known. J. B. had not passed all his final exa- 
minations. There was one that he had not even written. With his 
usual hatred of anything even vaguely resembling morning activity, 
he had slept right through one entire exam. However, McGill effi- 
ciency came to his rescue and the fact was not noted until after 
he received his degree. 

There is a very definite moral principle to be gleaned from this 
little tale. Once again the Principle of Negative Thought has been 
verified. By a conscientious application of the sedentary arts, a. de- 
gree was obtained. This is simply getting something for nothing. 

There is a well-used axiom in our present society that "a busy 
man is a happy mon." The logic of this escapes us. The only thing 
certain is that he will be tired and quite possibly disgusted with his 
present lot. This carry-over from 'Puritan times implies that the 
sweaty brow, the haggard éyes, the weary step, these are the^signs 
of the good and the virtuous man: The more sweat on Ihe brow, the 
more this is true. The harder one' works for something, the more 
valuable it will appear to him. 

The fallacy of all this is that work, by itself, is simply work. 
The end to which this work is aimed will remain exactly the same 
no matter 'how much the brow sweats. Five dollars an hour is still 
•five dollars an hour whether it is gained by shovelling coal or by 
drinking beer. Trie sum of money, i.e. in this case' the end in view, 
has been in no way increased or divided in proportion to the amount 
of work (or lack of it) that has gone into its acquisition. 

Next time you are tempted to charge forth and move a moun- 
tain, just close your eyes. No .mountain! J. B. closed his eyes right 
through fdur years of college and ended up with his degrees. Per- 
haps when you open your eyes again the mountain will be eroded 
awoy. Anyway, it's worth a try.

Sir: 



The cause of racial equality is 
making steady gains in the Unit- 
ed States through the self-criti- 
cism of its own citizens. Uninvit- 
ed comments from McGill Univer- 
sity, especially through a rather 
pretentious appeal to "higher ed- 
ucation," will merely make the 
diehards die harder. There may 
bo justification for an offer of 
constructive assistance to Auther- 
ine Liicy in the form of a scholar- 
ship to McGill, offered with no 
comment; but to expect a letter 
of criticism to aid her cause is 
being unroalistic. It will merely 
evoke cries of "mind your own 
business" from those responsible 
for the discrimination against 
her. 

I hve worked with Negroes in 
East Africa and as a civilian in 
the (United States Air Force, and 
am well mnvînpfni they are the 
equal in human worth of any 
white group.vbut I am also con- 
vinced that the only way to aid 
the cause, of racial equality is by 
example on the spot, not from the 
SEC offices in Montreal. Com- 
batants on a distant battlefield arc 
not likelv to be impressed with 
the advice of those who derive 
their opinions from newspnper 
reports. Lonn- live" Time Maga- 
zine and the Montreal Star, but 
how many of you petition signers 
have been to Alabama? 

No nation in the modern world 
has the right to cast the mote out 
of nnothers' eye; each has a fair 
load of lumber in its own. One 
of the few nations that seems 
to be aware of this is South Afri- 
ca (saving your reverence, as I 
notice The McGill Daily "disap- 
proves" ôf South Africa, accord- 
ing to a recent editorial). If you 
discuss apartheid with any of the 
South Africans on the campus you 
will find they have far from shal- 
low views on the subject, yet they 
will not take the liberty of pass- 
ing judgement on the American 
handling of segregation problems. 
In practice, though, I have never 
heard a South African who was 
able to get a word in edgeways 
In the torrent of criticism that 
pours from a Canadian when 
when, mention of South Africa is 
made. 

In Goose Bay I have seen cal-

Why not devote our 
reforming zeal to the solution of 
problems such as these on' our 
own doorstep, instead of taking 
up arms in support of a cause 
that is already backed by the 
weight of American public opi- 



nion and the U. S. Supremo 
Court? 

Canada, in its self-appointed 
rolo of the best two worlds, the 
Old and the Now, is rapidly ac- 
quiring the label of self-righteous- 
ness. Let's not earn this reputa- 
tion by any action of McGill's stu- 
dent body.
